A total budget of *166,374.53 ie engaged as 
proponed for Bensalem township, ducting hi* 
for the year 1953. Final action on 
the budget ie expected to be taken 
at the March lf meeting oj the 
board of supervisor*, according to 
J. A. Rigby, secretary of the board. 
The' proposed budget, approxi­ 
mately $35,000 grcatei than the 
budget for the township for 1952 
calls for a tax rate Identical with 
that of last g?ar.

Many persons Find it difficult to understand politics for the Jr 
reason that they don’t know what the fighting is about at any 
given moment. 
Talking politics to them is a little like taking your maiden 
aunt to her first football game— she can see the running and 
throwing and kicking, and can sense the excitement, but she 
doesn't know what the teams are trying to do. 
Lack of understanding of the real objectives in politics, 
however, is a failing that frequently confuses the professional 
and the expert observers almost as much as it does the onlookers. 
For example, right today, with the Eisenhower regime now 
rounding out its second month, and with thousands upon thou­ 
sands of words being said about it in newspapers, magazines 
and on the air, few of the commentators seem to appreciate just 
where and What the goal line is, or when it is that the Republican 
Party faces the acid test which will determine its future. 
The battle apparently is being fought out, to listen to all 
the chatter, in the “slick” magazines, on the radio and TV 
programs, and in a string of big-city newspapers. 
Nothing could be more misleading. The target for the 
political season, so far as national politics is concerned, remains 
what it has always been— the minds and the hearts of the Amer­ 
ican voters. The common people own no magazines, they control 
no air-wave dhows, they publish no newspapers. They are inarti­ 
culate. At some periods they seem to play the same sort of role 
a turkey does af the Thanksgiving Day dinner. 
But at other times they are the “terrible meek”, who, with 
their votes, wreck administrations and parties, smash down 
political conspiracies, clip the wings of high-flying demagogues. 
This is as it should be, for this is supposed to be "the 
People's” country
